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The World must wake up to the fact that anti-Hinduism is a despicable crime, 
on par with racism and anti-Semitism, and must be condemned and combated 
by all those who value freedom, respect for human life and justice. Another 
thing which must be understood is that anti-Hinduism is a typical by-product 
of Western culture. 

To understand the malign, predatory and destructive nature of the Western 
Powers which are currently dominating the World we only need to consider 
that, in the 20 th century alone, they were responsible for two devastating World 
Wars, the Russian and Chinese Communist Revolutions, the Jewish and 
Romany (Gipsy) Holocaust, the Armenian Holocaust, the Partition of India, the 
Hindu Holocaust in Kashmir and other Muslim-dominated territories, the 
Tibetan Holocaust, the nuclear attacks on Japan, the Vietnam and Korea wars 
and numerous other conflicts and disasters which have cost the lives of over 
one hundred million people and have caused and continue to cause a degree of 
environmental destruction, depletion of natural resources and rise in pollution, 
corruption, crime, poverty, violence and disease which remains unparalleled in 
the entire history of the human race. 

Apart from a pathological obsession with world domination, what unites 
the Four Western Powers (Capitalism, Communism, Christianity and 
Islam) is their anti-Hindu ideology which impels them to aim at infiltrating, 
taking over and ultimately destroying India as a sovereign, independent and 
united political, cultural and religious entity. The situation has deteriorated to 
such an extent that Hindus have become victims of intolerable oppression and 
are facing physical and cultural extermination in their own homeland. 

Hindus are a tolerant people who have no objection if Westerners are foolish 
enough to believe in the fables of their deluded leaders. However, when 
Western leaders seek to impose their delusional ideology on the Indian people, 
Indians have no choice but to resist and take firm action in self-defence. The 
People of India have the right to free themselves from Western domination, 
occupation and exploitation and live in a country which rightly belongs to them 
and where they are free to live in accordance with their own cultural and 
spiritual values, unhindered by any malign influences or interferences by the 
West. 

On account of her time-honoured spiritual tradition, cultural cohesion and 
growing economic, political and military strength, Hindu India is the only 
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force in the world that can counteract the evidently malign and destructive 
activities of the Four Powers. The creation of a Hindu State (Hindu Rajya) is 
therefore a necessity not only for the survival of India herself but for the 
survival of Planet Earth and the human race. 

In order for the people of India to stem the advance of the Western culture of 
death and destruction and step aside from the brink of civil war, foreign 
occupation, environmental disasters and other impending calamities, it is 
imperative for the Hindu Monarchy to be restored as the only political system 
capable of steering India towards cultural, economic, political and religious 
self-determination and freedom. 

In consequence, the implementation of the following points is of paramount 
importance. 

1 . The establishment of full equality of rights and status between the Hindu 
Religious Community (Hindu Sangha) and other religious groups in India. 

2. The establishment of full equality of rights and status between the Hindu 
Religious Community and other religious groups in territories outside India 
such as are historically known as belonging to the Hindu cultural and religious 
sphere: Afghanistan, Bangladesh, Nepal, Pakistan, Pakistan-occupied Kashmir, 
Tibet, Sri Lanka, Indonesia, Malaysia, Singapore and others. 

3. The recognition of the Hindu Religious Community as a legal entity in 
guarantee of this equality of rights and status in the above territories. 

4. The determination and recognition of the above Hindu-i nh abited territories. 

5. The setting up of Hindu autonomous administrations in the Hindu-inhabited 
territories in respect of the interests and affairs of the Hindu Religious 
Community. 

6. The enactment of legal measures for the protection of those Hindu citizens 
of the above countries who live outside the defined limits of the territory 
inhabited by their denomination. 

7. The removal of injustices inflicted upon Hindu inhabitants of the above 
countries from 1947 to the present day and reparation of the damage suffered 
owing to the said injustices. 
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8. The recognition and application of the principle: Hindu public officials in 
Hindu-inhabited territories. 

9. The recognition and application of the principle: exclusive Hindu control of 
Hindu property both private and public, in particular, temples, monasteries, 
schools and lands belonging to these. 

10. Full freedom to profess and practise Hindu religion (Hindu 
Dharma) and Hindu political science (Hindu Rajniti) as expounded in 
the Hindu Scriptures (Shastras). 

11. The proclamation of a Hindu State (Hindu Raj y a) which shall: (i) be 
endowed with its own, separate and independent Hindu government, treasury, 
court of law and armed forces; (ii) be led by a Hindu head of state (Hindu 
Raja) the duty of whom shall be to defend the faith, protect the people, 
maintain the unity of the country and further the welfare and prosperity of the 
nation by means of his government, courts of law, armed forces and other 
instruments of the state, and according to the principles of Hindu Monarchy 
(Hindu Rajtantra); and (iii) be based on a Hindu-majority or Hindu-only 
village, town, region or group of these, located in Hindu-inhabited territories. 
Several such Hindu States may be created for the purpose of mutual aid and 
co-operation and eventual unification into a United Kingdom of India under 
one supreme leader (Monarch). 

12. The enactment of all necessary measures, political, legal and otherwise, for 
the eradication of discrimination, corruption, crime, unemployment, poverty 
and disease in Hindu-inhabited territories. 

13. The enactment of all necessary measures for: (i) the development and 
growth of the national economy, in particular, the rural sector; (ii) the creation 
of employment opportunities; and (iii) the promotion of proper education and 
health care for all Hindus. 

14. The enactment of all necessary measures for: (i) the termination of all 
exploitation of Indian natural resources by foreign powers and their Indian 
collaborators; (ii) the liberation of all sectors of Indian economy, culture, 
religion and means of communication and information from foreign influence 
and domination; and (iii) the liberation of all Hindu territories and holy places 
from non-Hindu occupation. 
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
